THE RHEOSTAT 


g HE RHEOSTAT is the 
"initial volume of its kind 
to be published in our 
school. The name 
Rukostar is significant 
| in itself. A Rheostat is 
a starting box and it 
consists essentially of a 
suitable resistance to be 
be inserted when starting motors to reduce the 
initial rush of current. As the lever or the 
arm of the Rheostat or starting box moves 
on some of the resistance is cut out of the 
circuit and more current allowed to flow 
through the motor. 


And so it is with us; Bliss School has de- 
veloped us into an excellent starting box and 
one that will stand any load. As we leave 
here and enter the practical world, the lever 
will be on the first notch and consequently 
the resistance will be high. That fact should 
not discourage us, for we must use the 
old “grit and fight” and push our lever on. 
Remember, a successful football team, or, in 
fact, any other organization is over 90 per cent 
“srit and fight,” with the balance, knowledge 
and ability. 


Many a football game has been won with 
only a few seconds to play. Many a baseball 
game has been won in the ninth inning, and 
many a seeming failure has been turned into 
success when all appeared lost. And what did 
it? Just plain, ordinary, unadulterated fight. 
Do you admire the bulldog on account of his 
good looks? Not on your life. You know 
he’s no “beaut,” but he gains your admiration 
and respect because you know that if he ever 


sinks his teeth into the seat of your trousers 
he means business. Emulate the bulldog. 
When you are down, get up. If you don’t get 
what you're after right away, stick to it until 
you win. 


Perhaps our lever will work slowly, but 
probably it was designed to work slowly. On 
starting, you would not attempt to jerk the 
lever of a Rheostat clear across for fear of 
inflicting too much punishment upon the motor.

It means that 
every moment of the day that we are striving 
for the big things that are sure to come, we 
are at the same time developing character, that 
everything we do, say or think is a part of us.

It means 
that we must think constructive thoughts, do 
positive deeds, build a character that will stand 
any load. That we must leave the negative, 
crippled thoughts behind with the wish-bone.

So with determination, every unit of resist- 
ance in our starting box will eventually be cut 
out and we will be running smoothly on the 
road to success and happiness. 


HISTORICAL SKETCH 


THE BLISS ELECTRICAL 
SCHOOL was founded in 
November, 1893. At that 
time there was no place 
where a young man could 
obtain a knowledge of elec- 
tricity outside of a four- 
year college course. Rec- 
ognizing the need for an 
institution where a thorough knowledge of the 
underlying principles and practical applications 
of electrical apparatus could be obtained, this 
school was established. The aim was to give 
the most concise and yet comprehensive course 
possible in one year’s time. ‘To do this, most 
of the so-called cultural studies, fine arts, for- 
eign languages, and the highest branches of 
mathematics were omitted. Trade schools 
generally concentrate their efforts upon the 
practical side of engineering training. Col- 
leges are apt to overemphasize the theoretical 
side. The Bliss School has endeavored to 
maintain a course which is well-balanced be- 
tween theory and practice, without being top- 
heavy on either side. 


Beginning with a class of about twenty men, 
mostly clerks in the Census Office, and operat- 
ing in one room in the Warder Building, at 
Ninth and F Streets, three evenings a week, 
the School has grown steadily though irregu- 
larly until the present time. For the first two 
years evening classes only were operated. 
Then for ten years both day and evening 
classes were conducted. Finding that men 
could not do justice to the intensive course in 
the evening, night classes were abandoned, and 
for the past fifteen years all of the work has 
been conducted in the daytime. 


In the summer of 1908 the school moved 
from the quarters at 219 G Street, which it 
had occupied for three years, to the suburbs, 
where, at ‘Takoma Park, it purchased a hotel 
property of four acres with a building con- 
taining 160 rooms, and established itself as a 
resident school. ‘The building was remodeled 
and thoroughly renovated, Six weeks after 
the fall opening, the building and contents were 
entirely destroyed by fire on the night of Fri- 
day, November 6, 1908. On the following 
Monday classes were resumed in the Town 
Hall and Presbyterian Church. In another 


week a temporary laboratory had been built 
on the front lawn of the old school. In three 
weeks new machinery had been installed and 
by running every Saturday to make up for the 
time lost, the School successfully completed 
its year’s work and graduated the Class of 
1909 in June on time. 


In 1909 one wing of the main educational 
building was erected. In 1912 this building 
was completed. In 1915 one wing of a dormi- 
tory was constructed. In 1917 the dormitory 
was completed and a large dining hall was 
built. All of these buildings are thoroughly 
modern and fireproof. In 1919 a hospital ac- 
commodating twenty beds was erected. ‘he 
entire plant is fully equipped with a view to 
convenience, comfort and efficiency, 


The Class of 1917 contributed a Searchlight 
Company of Engineers, consisting of fifty- 
seven men, to the American Expeditionary 
Forces in the great war. ‘This company was 
used for instruction purposes and in this ca- 
pacity distinguished itself in France. More 
than four hundred former students of the 
School served in the great war and the names 
of nine have been reported as having made che 
supreme sacrifice in the cause of freedom. 


At the request of the Federal Board for Vc- 
cational Education, the School prepared a spe- 
cial course for the intensive training of men 
for electrical work in the United States Army. 
This course was approved and put into opera- 
tion by practically all schools and colleges in 
the country which undertook electrical train- 
ing. Beginning June 15, 1918, and continuing 
until hostilities ceased, the War Department 
detailed nearly seven hundred soldiers to the 
School, for the above-mentioned course, where 
they were maintained at Government expense. 
Upon the demobilization of the Student Army 
Training Corps, December 6, 1918, the re- 
sumption of the civilian course was made pos- 
sible. 

The Bliss School is neither a trade school 
nor a college. It is a special technical school. 
It is not a preparatory school—it is a finishing 
school. Its graduates are qualified to enter at 
once some branch of the engineering profes- 
sion. Nearly four thousand men have been 
trained here, and the majority of them occupy 


excellent positions in various parts of the 
world.

GEASS HistORy 


HE Class of 1920 had the 
distinction of being the larg- 
est class in the history of the 
Bliss Electrical School. It 
consisted of 300 men from 
44 States, the District of 
Columbia, Canada, Colombia, 
Brazil, Italy, Hawaii, Wind- 
ward Islands, Cuba and Porto 

Nearly one-half of the class were former 
service men, having done their bit in the great 
war, either on land or on sea. ‘Twenty-two 
members of the class, having been wounded in 
the service of the United States, were entitled 
to training at Government expense. As this 
School was approved by the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education, these men were entered 
at Government expense for the regular elec- 
trical course. Because of the limited capacity 
of the School, more than one hundred civilians 
and over fifty Government students had to be 
refused admission. 

The class assembled for the opening exer- 
cises in the dining hall on Wednesday, October 
1st, 1919, at ten o’clock. The afternoon of the 
same day the course of lectures began, and the 
class was subdivided and assigned to the shops 
and other departments. Some of us could not 
see why it was necessary to file a block in the 
machine shop for many days until it was “just 
so,” or why we should be required to make wire 
joints with a particular twist, but we finally 
saw that everything in the course was placed 
there for a particular purpose and that it was 
there for our benefit. We were gradually in- 
itiated into the mysteries of complex electrical 
circuits, primary batteries and storage batteries 
We safely threaded our way through electro- 
magnetism and dynamos. We rejoiced in see- 
ing, understanding, drawing and actually build- 
ing real motors. We fought our way through 
many brain storms, induced by alternating cur- 
rent laws; we grew dizzy over the whirlings of 
the rotary magnetic field; we dabbled in auto- 
mobile starting and lighting systems; we cal- 
culated transmission lines, and after sailing 
down the home stretch through a variety of 
electric railway systems, at the rate of 75 miles 
an hour, we finally emerged into the glorious 
effulgence of tungsten incandescent lamps and 
flaming arcs, made the goal and received our 
diplomas June 2d, 1920. 

It has been a strenuous year. The work has 
been hard, but no right-thinking man objects 
to that, and, besides, there have been many 
delightful variations to break the monotony 
of school routine. First, there was the Faculty 
reception and dance, which was held in the 
dining hall on November 21st and 22nd. Be- 
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cause of the size of the class, the first six sec- 
tions, numbering about 150 students and 100 
young ladies, were guests the first night. ‘The 
same ladies and the remaining six sections were 
entertained the second night. This was fol- 
lowed by a number of dances, more or less 
formal, at intervals of about a month during 
ihe year. 

The Glee Club, consisting of about 35 stu- 
dents, under the direction of Mr. Dyre, and an 
orchestra, formed early in the year, composed 
of a dozen instruments, rendered a most at- 
tractive program of musical numbers on vari- 
ous occasions. 

A scientific committee, organized within the 
class, conducted a series of meetings during the 
year, when addresses by engineers of prom- 
inence were made, and moving picture films 
of an educational character were exhibited. 
Through the courtesy of the local section of 
the American Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
of which Mr. M. M. Flanders, of the Faculty, 
is chairman, the student body have had an op- 
portunity to hear some of the most prominent 
engineers of the country at the monthly meet- 
ings of the Institute. 

The Class of 1920 was organized following 
the first examination on October 22d. Under 
the able leadership of Arthur B. Joseph, who 
was unanimously elected president for both 
terms, the class has enjoyed great prosperity 
and many privileges. 

Influenza, pneumonia, measles, mumps and 
finally small-pox, all paid their respects to the 
Class of 1920. Fortunately, the School hos- 
pital was sufficiently near completion for oc- 
cupancy, and fifteen or twenty classmen took 
up their residence there for varying periods. 
Wires were strung from the lecture desk and 
a telephone receiver placed at each bed, so that 
most of the boys were enabled to hear the 
lectures which they could not attend in person. 

One of the most entertaining features of the 
year was the minstrel show, produced by the 
class under the direction of Mr. D. R. Christie 
on March 5th, 1920. ‘There were nineteen men 
in the circle and twelve in the orchestra. Not- 
withstanding a cold and stormy night, the hall 
was packed to the limit of its capacity. 

The Class of 1920 has been conspicuous for 
its unity and its ready response to any appeal 
which required co-operative action. 

As we go out to take our places in the world’s 
affairs, let us resolve to perform our duties in 
such a way as will reflect credit upon ourselves, 
our Alma Mater and our country. “Let us 
then be up and doing, with a heart for any 
fate; still achieving, still pursuing, learn to 
labor and to wait.”

As a result of this little impromptu musicale, 
It was soon discovered that there were a 
goodly number of performers on musical in- 
struments among the enrollment. Therefore 
such students gathered and the formation of 
an orchestra took place. This organization 
has helped make a success of various events 
which took place during the year, 


As an outgrowth or offspring of the orches- 
tra, there developed the “jazz band,” which in 
a short time soon earned a place in the hearts 
of the student body by the snappy music fur- 
nished for the class dances held during the 
year. 


BLISS GLEE CLUB 


Although the Bliss Electrical School has 
been in existence many years, the Class of 1920 
was the first to organize a Glee Club. Much 
talent was manifested by students at informal 
sings during the early part of the school year, 
so it was suggested that this talent be organ- 
ized into a Glee Club. In November a meet- 
ing was called for all those interested in the 
formation of such a club and officers were 
elected and a by-laws committee appointed. 
This committee, consisting of Messrs. A, W. 
Paul, Chairman; E. L,. Graves, J. J. Hickson, 
and H. B. Bowles, submitted by-laws which 
were accepted, and the organization of the club 
was completed November 13, 1919. 


At this meeting, Mr. Dyre was by unani-

The Bliss football team of the Class of 1920 
was undoubtedly one of the scrappiest in the 
school’s history. ‘Their record cannot be 
judged from the number of games plaved, for 
it was unfortunate that no fewer than five 
games were cancelled by opposing teams dur- 
ing the season, Considering the time which 
the team was able to give to football practice, 
the season was most successful. 


The initial game of the season with the 
Army Medicos, on the Monument Grounds, 
resulted in a scoreless tie, and the final game 
was lost at Silver Springs, Md., on Thanks- 
giving Day, to the Takoma Athletic Club by a 
score of 6 to 0. 


The eleven was coached by Mr, Henry Gib- 
son, a former Harvard star, who is now a 
member of the Bliss Faculty. Under the lead- 
ership of Captain Earl Biel, who piloted them 
through the season, they were always anxious 
for a game, but the late start in scheduling 
games prevented the scrappers from showing 
more of their gridiron grit, 


_ Athletics cannot play a very important part 
in school year at Bliss on account of the 
lack of time, but there is some time which 
can be given to sports, which themselves are a 
greater factor in developing the brain as well 
as the body. The Class of 1920 has started 
athletics in Bliss once again and it is hoped

that the classes which follow will walk in our 
tracks. 


Probably the most outstanding feature of the 
football season was the school spirit, The 
support given the team at Silver Springs will 
never be forgotten by the members of the 
1920 team. It was their backing that kept 
the team fighting and their conglomerate cheers 
that seemed to turn all space into bedlam. 


Practically the entire student body witnessed 
the Turkey Day game at Silver Springs, and 
the battle which followed the gridiron battle 
severed diplomatic relations and caused the 
establishment of the border line. 


Takoma won the game in the third quarter 
when they scored a touchdown on a successful 
forward pass. They failed to kick goal. ‘The 
Blue and White played a hard game and con- 
tinually threatened to tie the score. In the 
last period, Biel of the Engineers was tackled 
after a 40-yard run by the only man between 
him and the goal posts. More than once Bliss, 
on successive line plunges by Biel and end runs 
by Kitson, Quick and Mowery, carried the ball 
to within five yards of the goal, but either lost 
it on a fumble or were held for downs. 


In Captain Biel we had a wonderful full- 
back and captain, a player who has brains and 
never fails to use them. He was husky but a 
fast and aggressive player and a beautiful line 
plunger. His right toe missed victory in the 
Army game by inches. : 

In Kitson we had a very clever and intelli- 
gent quarter, He was-good in broken field 
running and clever on interference. Although 
knocked out in the Takoma game three times, 
he stuck until he was forced to retire by the 
coach. 


Quick at halfback, was a fine running mate 
for Biel, and this pair were always due for 
some extraordinary gains. His only handicap 
was his weight. but his speed easily overcame 
that. He was a clever line plunger and good 
around the ends. 

Mowery was a clever back, a very good in- 


terferer, a hard worker, and with a little more 
experience he will make a beautiful broken 
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field runner. In fact, his work this season in 
the line was very-fine. He was, with the rest 
of the backfield very good on defense. 


Kline, at quarter, was the midget of the 
team, but size did not prevent the chap from 
showing speed that placed him in thé class 
with Quick. His runs around the ends evaded 
many an interference and extended many 
yards before he was downed. 


Waring and Hatten at ends were stars in 
their positions. Both were good on forward 
passes and the former possessed plenty of grit, 
as he played practically the entire season with 
a dislocated shoulder. Hatten’s work at end 
teatured in all games, for the tall boy was 
able to locate the leather onion at any heighth. 


Howie and Ball at tackles were in the game 
at all times. Both were good at their positions, 
Howie was a sure tackler and very, very few 
gains were made over his position. Ball was a 
hard, conscientious worker and never let up in 
his efforts. He was a clever player, as the sea- 
son’s work proved. 


Waite and Krone at guards plugged up the 
opposing lines in great style. Krone made a 
most wonderful development in one season, as 
he came out comparatively green in October. 
Waite had all the requisites of a fine player 
and his big pastime was painting his face just 
before a game. Musta sorta scared the op- 
posing guards. 


Ellsworth, our husky center, played a beau- 
tiful game throughout the year. He was a 
good passer and a hard, gritty fighter. 


Kubayko, at halfback, and Merrell and 
Homer in the line played their best whenever 
called upon. Kubayko deserves praise for his 
work this year. Having a man like him on 
the sideline gave the coach plenty of confi- 
dence, for he knew he could replace any posi- 
tion on the team very creditably. 


In Coach Gibson we had a man who knew 
the game from every angle and he exerted 
every effort to give Bliss a championship ag- 
gregation, The 1920 eleven expresses their 
sincere appreciation for his invaluable services.
